RESOURCES CONTROL AT STAKE 


Beware Ottawa , 


legislators told 


Premier Barrett and 
Liberal MLA Allan Williams 
warned the B.C. legislature 
last week to be on guard 
against the federal govern¬ 
ment’s growing influence. 

Ottawa, they both agreed, 
was determined to strengthen 
its power at the expense of 
provincial authority. 

At one point the premier 
said if Williams were to state 
his views in Ottawa he’d be 
‘‘run out of town,” and 
Williams nodded agreement. 

The issue was raised by 
Williams who told the House 
that Ottawa was trying to 
interfere with provincial 
matters, particularly natural 
resources. 

He warned that the B.C. 
government must be ready to 
‘‘deal with the national 
government from a position of 
strength as an equal.” 

He asked the premier what 
the government’s stand was 


with regard to the proposed 
national petroleum cor¬ 
poration. 

‘‘How long before the 
national government will try 
to deal with forest resources 
in the same manner?” he 
asked. 

Williams said he wasn't 
suggesting that confederation 
be broken into 10 competing 
states, but until the question of 
who was in control of natural 
resources is resolved, B.C. 
should strengthen its position. 

The premier replied that he 
would never agree to let the 
federal government take 
control of forestry resources. 

As far as non-renewable 
resources were concerned, 
Barrett said, he was in favor 
of federal control, but would 
never “give away provincial 
control” without asking the 
voters for approval. 

He would never consider 
such a step on the basis of his 
mandate which gave him 38 


per cent of the popular votes 
at the last election, the. 
premier said. 

In a more general way, 
Barrett complained that he 


finds it increasingly difficult 
to deal with the federal 
government. 

‘‘It’s like punching jelly,” 
he said.

While the egg war rages on 
in the B.C. legislature, there’s 
a whiff of a garbage war in the 
making — this time between 
the provincial government 
and the city of Victoria. 

Mayor Peter Pollen is ap¬ 
parently kicking up a bit of a 
stink over the public works 
department’s decision ttf stop 
paying Victoria for providing 
a garbage collection service to 
all government buildings in 
the city. •

Weather 

Cloudy skies and periods of 
rain are expected in the 
Greater Victoria area today 
and Wednesday.

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fear the city will retaliate by 
cutting off his government’s 
water supplies, Pollen said, 
although he added (tongue in 
cheek): “Maybe we’d stop 
picking up his garbage.” 

Pollen is writing a “friendly 
letter” to Public Works 
Minister Bill Hartley to try to 
clear the air. He told The 
Express he’s sure it’s the 
cabinet to blame in this case, 
but more likely “some 
faceless little bureaucrat 
buried in the archives.” 

The hassle dates back to last 
summer, when the public 
works department said it was. 
“embarrassed” to point out 
that it had been paying gar¬ 
bage accounts in error for 
some years. 

That letter noted the city 
receives over $300,000 a year 
from the 15-mill grant in lieu 
of taxes on provincially-owned 
properties in the city. 

The grant is intended to 
cover, among other services, 
the cost of “sanitation and 
waste removal," the depart¬ 
ment said. Therefore it ex¬ 
pected all future garbage 
service to be provided free of 
charge. 

At that time the city’s 
response was to remind the 
provincial authorities that for 
more than 10 years it had been 
paying Victoria an annual 
$7,300, on top of the grant, for 
garbage pick up from the 
Legislative Buildings. 

In 1964 the department had 
acknowledged in writing the 
extra fee was justified 
because of “the special size of 
the job,” the city stated. 

Pollen’s letter to Hartley 
points out that when the 
matter was last discussed 10 
years ago, the city explained 
that the government was 
being assessed for garbage 


collection on the same basis as 
all businesses in the city. 

This assessment, in addition 
to normal property taxes, is a 
“fee for service, not double 
taxation,” the mayor states. 

He also reminds Hartley 
that the city took over the 
service in 1956 at the govern¬ 
ment’s own request, after the 
government had received 
unsatisfactory service from 
private contractors. / 

And, for good measure, he 
informs the minister that the 
city also collects garbage 
from several federal govern¬ 
ment offices for which it

warming to a challenge 


Last week, when we closed down “Four Winds,” the ski 
cabin we’d rented on the plateau for the winter, a long-forgotten 
quotation came leaping like magic to my mind. 

“When man invents a better mouse-trap,” it went, “Nature 
will invent a better mouse.” 

This can be the only reasonable explanation few the casual 
way in which the mice took command from the very moment 
that we moved in. Each night when we crept into our sleeping- 
bags it was the same. Since this was very seldom later than nine 
o’clock, due to the soporific effect of mountain air and the 
exhaustion of trying to master a practical joke knows as the 
Wedeln Technique, the mice put in extremely long hours and no 
doubt were being rewarded in time-and-a-half cheese. 

This was a small fantasy on my part arising from my’ 
conviction that never before in the animal world had there been 
such a highly organized group of marauders. 

The man who rented the cabin to us had warned us that the 
mice were in residence, as well as two squirrels who live in the 


eaves and who have the habit, when the moon is high, of re¬ 
running the Queen’s Plate across our galvanized iron roof. 

What he didn't tell us was that this was a gang of super- 
mice, crafty beyond imagination, bold as Belgal tigers and as 
light-fingered with a trap as any international jewel thief. 

Oh, we had the traps, sure enough. I have a thumb the size of 
a banana and a deep, mottled maroon in color to show how 
sensitive they are I proved more than once that these traps are 
deadly against the 190-pound male. 

One that we kept up in the loft, which appeared to be their 
brigade headquarters, would spring with a heart-stopping 
whack if you dropped a shoe downstairs. But the super-mice just 
laughed. Night after night I could hear that squeaky “tee-hee, 
tee-hee” as they expressed their merriment. 

It got to be a routine. For exactly one minute after I’d 
turned down the old reliable Colemans there’d be the blessed 
stillness, the utter vacuum of silence in the soft insulation of 
deep snow. They were off and running. 

In the precious, motionless mopnent before the mice ball, I 


came to have a vivid mental picture of them in their briefing 
quarters, circled about their leader, accepting their assign¬ 
ments for the night, jauntily butting their last cigarettes and 
then setting off on their missions, perhaps with a farewell salute 
of “Geronimo!” 

At that moment they created a din. Writers for centuries 
have been talking of the “dry rustle” of mice. But these, being a 
mountain breed, gave the effect of having strapped on their 
crampons. 

The particularly daring volunteers with jobs to be done 
below had to come down a flight of stairs on a cant as steep as a 
ship’s latter. I marvelled that these tiny creatures could create 
such a curious clumping effect. “Wooden-legged mice,” my 
wife moaned one night and this, indeed, was the impression they 
gave. 

On several occasions, having a flashlight beside my bed, I 
was able to actually observe the downstairs mice stripping the 
trap that I’d put under the stove. 

It was, I think, the same robber baron mouse night after 


night, since he changed in appearance only by a tendency to 
increasing corpulence from too regular a diet of LaFine Bouche 
Petit Camembert which, experimentation proved, was his 
weakness. 

% Caught in the full glare of the light, having followed his 
unstealthy progress down the stairs and past my bed to the trap, 
this Jimmy Valentine of the gang reacted in a most un-mouse- 
like way 

Raising his head from his delicate work he would first flash 
a look of annoyance at the interruption, then, with a fatalistic 
shrug and a rubbing of the tiny paws to warm them for the task, 
he would return, unconcerned, to working out the combination. 

We finally gave up and, indeed, in the last couple of weeks in 
“Four Winds” had become as reconciled to the patter of little 
pink feet as we were to the dripping icicles or the soft thud of the 
snow sliding drom the roof. 

The fact that I am shopping around for a better mouse-trap 
for nest season is really just to offer them a new challenge after 
a long, boring summer.

The controversy over 
Premier Barrett’s alleged 
interference with the B.C. Egg 
Marketing Board, which has 
been going on for nearly two 
weeks, came to at least a 
temporary halt Friday in the 
legislature. 

A number of climactic 
developments marked the end 
of the turbulent debate. 

Liberal Leader David 
Anderson was ejected from 
the legislature for the third 
straight day. 

Premier Barrett rose for the 
second time in two weeks to 
defend his position regarding 
the issue in a major 3pccch to 
the house. 

The NDP government 
defeated a non-confidence 
motion to reduce the 
premier’s salary by $1 in a 29- 
16 vote. 

The attack on the govern¬ 
ment, led by the Liberals, 
began to slow down by mid- 
Friday when Barrett made it 
clear the house wouldn’t 
adjourn until the premier’s 
estimates were passed. 
“There is absolutely no way I 
will alter my position,” the 
premier told the house. 

More in control of his 
emotions than he had been 
earlier in the week, Barrett 
told the opposition he will not 
be “threatened, cajoled or 
battered into playing their 
game of politics. 

He accused Liberal leader 
Anderson of having locked 
himself into “a program of 
vilification.” 

The debate began nearly 
two weeks ago when former 
members of the B.C. Egg 
Marketing Board swore af¬ 
fidavits stating that the 
premier, more than 18 months 
ago, pressured them to 
change the board’s quota 
system. 

According to the affidavits, 
Barrett is supposed to have 
told them that unless they 
reduced fines against an 
Interior producer, he would 
“kick the crap out of them.” 


And if they talked about the 
conversation outside his of¬ 
fice, he’d deny everything, the 
affidavits quoted him as 
saying. 

The premier has insisted 
that all he remembers of the 
conversation is that he told 
board members they were 
“acting like children” and 
should settle their differences. 

The issue in the legislature 
has been whether the af¬ 
fidavits are a true account of 
what happened at the meeting 
or whether the premier is 
telling the truth. 

Besides making it clear that 
he won’t alter hi« position, 
Barrett also told the op¬ 
position they would have to 
either believe him or the af¬ 
fidavits. 

By doubting his word, the 
premier said, members of the 
Liberal party were “making 
cheap politics of the issue.” 

His attack was directed 
particularly at Anderson, who 
was thrice last week ejected 
from the house over 
statements regarding the 
issue. 

While opposition members 
continued to press for an in¬ 
dependent inquiry to remove 
the issue from the political 
arena, NDP members sup¬ 
ported the premier’s stand. 

The only MLA who offered 
the premier what might be 
considered' a way out of his 
dilemma was Hugh Curtis 
(PC — Saanich and the 
Islands). 

Curtis said the premier 
could still tell the house that at 
the time he had the marketing 
board members in his office 
he was trying to bring justice 
to a situation that has worried 
many people for quite some 
time.

Barrett, Curtis said, could 
tell the house that he was new 
in office at the time and 
wanted to move quickly and 
decisively. 

“Perhaps other members of 
the house wouldn’t be 
prepared to accept such a 
statement now, but I would. I 
don’t think it’s too late for the 
premier to clear up this 
matter,” Curtis said. 

Pat McGeer Vancouver- 
Point Grey) repeated that his 
only question to the premier is 
whether he did or did not tell 
board members he would 
deny everything that went on 
during their meeting. 


Several government 
members rose to defend the 
premier, including Labor 
Minister Bill King, who said 
the precedent the opposition is 
trying to set in the house 
would mean all cabinet 
ministers would be forced to 
tape every meeting they hold 
in their offices. 

King said he has had 
countless meetings in his own 
office which have led to the 
resolution of labor disputes. 

“Are you reasonably 
suggesting I should remember 
every conversation that took 
place in my office — and some 
of them were hot?” he asked. 


No inquiry, legislative or 
judicial, could solve the issue, 
said King, because the op¬ 
position would charge that 
anyone, even a civil servant, 
who speaks in the premier’s 
defence had been pressured 
by the government. 

The Liberals have already 
made up their minds not to 
believe the premier, he said, 
so there can be no resolution. 

Industrial Development 
Minister Gary Lauk said it 
would be “a denial of the 
democratic system” and 
would “sabotage the workings 
of the house” to have an 


outside judicial inquiry into 
the charge against Barrett. 

In the British parliamen¬ 
tary system, he said, the 
house and only the house must 
decide on the integrity of a 
member. 

As expected, Anderson once 
again told the house that, in 
his opinion, the premier had 
lied to the house. 

He promptly was asked by 
Speaker Gordon Dowding to 
withdraw that statement and 
then was asked to leave when 
he refused to withdraw. 

It was the third straight day 
Anderson had been ousted 
from the legislature

Whether Malcolm Muggeridge is a saintly intellectual 
or an eccentric crank is a moot question, but there is no 
doubt he is the most interesting social commentator in 
B.C. at present. 

Muggeridge does something which few do nowadays: 
he raises fundamental questions about life and death. 

And “liberal-minded” jjersons, who might dismiss the 
religious principles of Salt Spring Island’s most famous 
resident, would benefit by considering his views carefully. 

Discussing abortion in a recent speech in Victoria, 
Muggeridge raised the question: “Are we factory farm, or 
are we a human family?” 

Good question. 

But what Muggeridge fails to appreciate when he calls 
for society not to become a factory farm — in other words, 
to i eject abortion, euthanasia ana birth control devices— 
that we might have a broken human family if we do not 
accept to some extent the “factory farm.” •

Wilkinson Road jail will 
close by April next year, 
Attorney-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald has announced. 

The demise of the fortress- 
liko. First World War 
building, nnw called Van¬ 
couver Island Correctional 
Centre, will be part of Mac¬ 
donald’s five-year blueprint 
for phasing out B.C.'s prison 
system 

Macdonald told a John 
Howard Society general 
meeting that Canada is a 
■ heavily over-jailing coun¬ 
try” and that incarceration of 
prisoners in “great monoliths 
of bricks and mortar” was 
unproductive, costly and 
unsafe. 

He said prisoners locked up 
for long spells in such in¬ 
stitutions return to com¬ 
munity life “more dangerous" 
than when they left 

His department was 
planning alternatives to the 
old jiyil system not simply 
because they would be more 
“humane,” but also “because 
we think it’s a safer thing.” 

The alternatives outlined by 
Macdonald included new bail 
supervision, smaller remand 
centres, small residential 
custodial centres and at¬ 
tendance programs 

He gave no details ol the 
five-year phasing-out plan 
which will likely be discussed 
in the legislature this week 

However, he said in an 
interview after the meeting, 
deadline for closing Wilkinson 
Koad jail was April 1975. 

The major security prison 
on Vancouver Island, the jail 
handles up to 125 inmates 
serving sentences of less than 
two years or on remand. 

Bernard Robertson, execu¬ 
tive difector of provincial 
correction services, said the 
jail badly needed modernizing 
and staff had been 
“agitating’’ for some $1 
million-worth of renovations.

Victoria lawyer Bripn 
McAsey cited precedents last 
week in Victoria provincial 
court to show the law says the 
moment is at midnight at the 
end of the person's 17th bir¬ 
thday. 

He was appearing for a 17- 
year-old girl who faces a 
three-count Victoria charge of 
shoplifting Feb. 28, the day of 
her 17th birthday. 

Judge William Ostler said 
McAsey had the law correctly 
but noted there was no proof 
of the accused’s age. McAsey 
had none but prosecutor Peter 
Birkett said he had in¬ 
formation confirming Feb. 28 
was her 17th birthday. 

The case was struck off the 
adult court list and Ostler said 
the crown could refer a charge 
to juvenile court if it wished 

Victoria area resident 
William Gordon Pipke, 19, 
was sentenced by Ostler to 
two years in prison and the 
judge said he will recommend 
Pipke be sent to a Matsqui 
detention centre for drug 
addicts. 

Pipke pleaded guilty to two 
break-ins and four counts of 
possession of known stolen 
property. The loot included 


narcotics and defence lawyer 
Douglas Christie said Pipke 
had used about 10 capsules of 
heroin daily since December, 
1972. 

Christie urged a sentence 
that w ould allow treatment for 
add.c*ion Ostler said the 
provincial jail system does not 
have any such program; the 
only one was in the federal 
centre .•!

The Telegraph says the 
businessmen’s objective in 
backing the terror bombing is 
to drive down Ulster real 
estate prices and to buy in at 
bargain levels. 


Spanish struggle grown 


MADRID — The struggle 
between church and state 
intensified here on the 
weekend with a communique 
from ranking members of the 
Catholic church’s hierarchy in 
Spain supporting the Bishop of 
Bilbao. 

The prelate stands accused 
by the government of going 
against the unity of Spain in a 
recent pastoral letter 

In their brief declaration, 
which appears to be con¬ 
ciliatory, the hierarchy says 
this was not the intention of 


the 65-year-old bishop. But 
they make clear that if the 
state considers the pastoral to 
be inflammatory, it can bring 
the bishop to trial under an 
existing agreement between 
the Franco government and 
the Vatican. 

The hierarchy suggests the 
church insist on its in¬ 
dependence.

A gloomy outlook for Britain 


LONDON — Celebrations 
marking the end of the coal 
strike in Britian were short¬ 
lived as the country began the 
week facing a grim economic 
picture. 

More unions have jumped 
on the bandwagon with 
demands for big pay boosts 
since the miners won a 30-per¬ 
cent hike. An authoritative 
economic study predicts 
Britian is in for a lean year. 

The National Institute 
economic review, prepared by 
a group of eminent scholars 
and noted for its forecasting 
accuracy, sees prices rising 
by up to 18 per cent, unem¬ 
ployment increasing beyond 
one million and the trade 
deficit worsening. 

The review also predicts 
that real incomes (the pur¬ 
chasing power of individual 


earnings) will drop by as 
much as six per cent com¬ 
pared with 1973.

DEAL WITH CUBA 


U.S. law apply here? 


VANCOUVER - A hearing 
on a 12-year-old girl’s bid to 
play in the Powell River 
Soccer League has been ad¬ 
journed a week. 

Pauline Tremblay, kicked 
off the field last November 
because she’s a girl, has 
applied to the B.C. Supreme 
Court for an injunction to 
prohibit the B.C. Juvenile 
Soccer Association from 
denying her membership. 

Cy Ashdown, vice-president 
of the association, has said he 
will consider shutting down 
the entire operation, which 
involves 30,000 youngsters, if 
Pauline wins her case. 

The ouster ruling was made 
by Stu Ferguson, president of 
the Powell River League, who 
was acting as referee in a 
game between Pauline’s 
team, Powell River Raiders, 
and a club from Washington 
State. Pauline’s team refused 
to play and was suspended 
from the league. 


A writ filed on behalf of 
Pauline also seeks a supreme 
court declaration that Article 
2 of the B.C. Juvenile Soccer 
Association constitution is 
illegal because it 
discriminates between males 
and females. 

Pauline’s lawyer, Richard 
Covell, charged during the 
hearing that the Powell River 
League is trying to shut the 
door on the girl by cutting its 
season short. 

Coveil said he understands 
the league constitution calls 
for a playing season from 
Sept. 1 to July 31 but this year 
the playoffs have been ad¬ 
vanced and are now being 
played. In past, he added, 
playoffs have not taken place 
until April. 

Covell opposed the ad¬ 
journment, called at the 
request of defence counsel 
George Murray who said 
more time is needed to study 
documents related to the case.

Application of U.S. law to 
business subsidiaries in other 
countries is threatened in 
developments in Canada and 
Argentina. 

In Montreal, M. L. W. 
Worthington, the only 
manufacturer of diesel 
electric locomotives in 
Canada but owned 52 per cent 
by Studebaker-Worthington in 
the U.S., has made a deal to 
sell 25 locomotives to Cuba. 
The sale is worth $18 million. 

In Argentina, a billion- 
dollar deal has been made to 
sell 70,000 trucks and cars 
along with industrial 
machinery, tableware, tea 
and textbooks to Cuba. Most of 
the trucks and cars will be 
manufactured by three U.S. 
subsidiaries in Argentina. 

Both deals are in con¬ 
travention of a U.S. law that 
prohibits trading with the 
enemy. 

Neither Argentina nor 
Canada are at war with Cuba 
but the U.S. has applied an 
economic blockade against 
Fidel Castro and his Com¬ 
munist regime. 


There are signs of possible 
relaxation, however. Political 
observers in Washington 
believe U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger is in favor of 
resuming trade with Cuba but 
his view is not shared by 
President Richard Nixon, who 
does not want a break in the 
blockade. 

The Worthington deal 
creates something of a con¬ 
frontation between Canada 
and the U.S. External Affairs 
Minister Mitchell Sharp had 
not received an okay from 
Washington by the weekend to 
allow the Canadian sale to 
proceed. Although the U.S. is 
concerned, it has remained 
silent. 

The Argentine deal with 
Cuba is vital to the political 
well-being of Juan Peron. The 
Paronist government has been 
under increasing attack from 
disgruntled left wing elements 
who supported him in his 
recent election victory. 

Peron, traditionally a 
rightist, needed help from the 
left to win a 62 per cent 


majority but he has seemed to 
reject demands for more 
radical policies, particularly 
against fnreignpre 
What makes the Cuba deal 
important to Peron is that 
credit is running short and 


production is lagging. 
Although Peron has managed 
to curb inflation in recent 
months, new rounds of wage 
negotiations could rekindle it. 

He can ill afford to lose a 
billion dollar shot in the arm.

Among Canada’s naval 
heroes yet to be recognized is 
the man who introduced 
streaking 45 years ago. 

Rather than winning the 
amused forbearance of the 
masses, and the adulation of 
his peers, this pioneer lost 14 
days leave and his rum ration 
for 30 days. 

It happened in 1928 when the 
destroyer HMCS Champlain 
was tied up in Halifax. 

She and her sister ship, 
HMCS Vancouver, and a 
couple of minesweepers on 
each coast then made up the 
entire fleet of the Royal 
Canadian Navy. 

The officers of Champlain 
were showing off the pride of 
the east coast’s navy to the 
elite of the port, their wives 
and women friends. 

The quarter deck was a- 
flutter with signal flags and 
pennants and the hosts and 
their guests were politely 
giirrling pink gins 
The Champlain carried 110 
men below decks and the 
water they used for washing 
came from a hand pump 
amidships. 

While the official cocktail 
party was under way topsides, 
the men below were readying 
themselves for shore leave, 
lined up to give themselves 
sponge baths from four small 
galvanized iron basins 
provided for the purpose. 

There was a fifth basin but 
that was reserved for 
members of the ship’s com¬ 
pany who had venereal 
disease. 

Among the men jostling for 
position in the confined 
quarters — separated from 
the outside by a hung piece of 
canvas — was an exuberant 
able torpedoman. 

Until the navy sees fit to 
recognize this hero, or he or 
his family stake his claim to 
fame he shall be nameless. 

But the Express’ informant 
reports he was one of two 
brothers serving in the RCN, 
both known for their wild 
spirits. 

The more restrained 
members of the Champlain 
crew tried to refrain from 
using the most popular four- 
letter swear word, usually 
substituting flamin’ this and 
flamin’ that. 

It must have been the use of 
this terminology that inspired 
the first streaker. 

His ablutions over, naked as 
the second he was born, he 
decided to liven up the party 
topsides. 

Screwing up some 
newspaper, he stuck them 
between his buttocks, a buddie 
lit the end with a match and 
the streaker was off. 

Disdaining to hide his 
identity by covering his head 
in a paper bag like his modern 
counterparts, he dashed 
across the quarter deck, 
through the guests around the 
Y gun (the furthest gun 
astern), across to the star¬ 
board side of the ship and 
back to the foc’sle. 

During his streak, holding 
the torch in place, the tor¬ 
pedoman yelled: 


“I’m a flamin’ arsehole!” 

Rear-Admiral J. C. I. Ed¬ 
wards, who now lives at 
Towner Park, was an officer 
in Halifax at the time. 

Edwards didn’t see the 
streak although he admits 
knowing the streaker. 

He won’t talk about the 
man, except to say that he 
doubts if the navy, even now, 
would appreciate such 
behavior.

A streak of spring 


Here they come and there 
they go — flesh flashing and 
heads hooded. All around 
town, it seems, the streakers 
scurry past. 

What makes a streaker 
streak? 

Like the people left gaping 
and giggling in the wake of all 
that skin, the behavioral 
scientists seem mildly 
bemused by the phenomenon. 

They’re not very worried. 
After all, there’s been a 
goldfish-swallowing fad, a 
flagpole-sitting fad, a how- 
many - students - can - be - 
jammed - into - a - telephone - 
booth fad. 

And, the doctors point out, it 
is almost spring. 

Streakers indulge in the sort 


of exhibitionism you expect 
from some boys aged 11 to 13, 
says Dr. Philip Ney, child 
psychiatrist school trustee 
in Greater Victoria. He sees 
something sad in the current 
kick. 

“I can’t take it seriously as 
exhibitionism,” says Dr. 
Otfried Spreen, UVic 
psychology professer. “It’s 
more pranksterism.” 

Technically, streaking is a 
form of “group hysteria,’’ 
says Dr. Winston Mahabir, 
director of the Crease clinic at 
Riverview Hospital on the 
Lower Mainland. 

It will evolve from a 
clean-cut manifestation into a 
cult, eventually dying a 
natural death, he suggests. 


Dr. James Miles, 
psychiatry professor at UBC, 
adds this: 

“Spring does strange 
things. Students, thank God, 
have a tradition of being a bit 
silly. It provides welcome 
relief to otherwise 
monotonous, dreary news ” 

Ney notes that exhibitionists 
aren’t all turned on by the 
same fad. Various fads 
provide a chance to demon¬ 
strate various things. 

On the sexual aspects of 
scooting about naked in public 
places, he says people “who 
go around having to 
demonstrate they’ve got the 
equipment, are generally 
those who aren’t convinced 
their equipment is very 
good.” 


Are streakers sick then? 

Well, they may have a 
“little problem,” he suggests. 

The outbreak of streakers 
shows one thing for sure, says 
Ney — a society replete with 
money, time and talent and 
short on healthy challenges. 

What sort of healthy 
challenges? 

“Why doesn’t The Express 
sponsor, a sole canoe race 
between Victoria and Van¬ 
couver, for example?” 

The media have a great deal 
to do with fads such as 
streaking, he says. They 
provide the means 
exhibitionists need to exhibit. 

He predicts streaking will 
fade quickly, probably in a 
couple of weeks. 
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Breeder business booms 


There’s only one way to get 
something done. That’s to do it 
yourself. 

So that’s what Hereford 
breeder Ernie Partridge, of 
Anderson Road in the Sooke 
area, did. 

“My phone was just About 
jumping off the hook with 
people wanting to use one of 
my bulls for breeding pur¬ 
poses because there wasn’t an 
artificial insemination club in 
the Sooke-Metchosin area. So 
I decided to form one,” 
Partridge said. 

“But nobody else seemed 
much interested — because to 
form a club you need a 
president, treasurer, all the 
other officers . . . meetings — 
nobody had the time,” he 
added. 

That didn’t deter Partridge. 


There was another way to 
form a local group, he 
discovered, and that was by 
circulating a petition among 
interested breeders and 
livestock raisers. 

For three months Partridge 
trundled around the area with 
a petition urging formation of 
such a group. Finally he had 
enough names and the petition 
went in to the B.C. department 
of agriculture. 

And was acceptable. 

Then there was the question 
of a licensed technician. 

“So I went over to Milner 
and took the course,” Par¬ 
tridge said. 

“Even though it was only a 
technicality, because I’d been 
performing AI on my own 
cows for some years just to 
crossbreed them.” 


Business has steadily in¬ 
creased since he commenced 
operations, Partridge says. 

He sees two main reasons 
for this. 

“More people out here with 
a little bit of property are 
keeping a family cow again 
just because of the high cost of 
milk and beef. And people 
with their own bulls are 
getting leery of letting them 
be used for breeding purposes 
since the government 
abolished vetinerary in¬ 


spections at livestock auc¬ 
tions, and more diseased stock 
is being allowed to infiltrate 
on to the Island.”

Free women cool 
to grimy work 


The dark and grimy pits of 
British Columbia have yet to 
be invaded by female miners 
despite new provincial 
legislation eliminating 
barriers to women working 
underground. 

“There’s certainly been no 
rush of women to do manual 
labor underground,” said 
chief mines inspector Bill 
Peck this week. 

Women had been barred 
from working in mines since 
1911 but changes in the Mines 
Regulations Act last fall 
allowed women to work 
beneath the surface with 


permission of the chief mines 
inspector. 

Only one application has 
been made to the mines 
department and it involved a 
first aid attendant at an In¬ 
terior mine who wanted to go 
underground in the course of 
her duties. 

Peck granted her ap¬ 
plication with the stipulation 
she always have a guide with 
her. 

"We have to set certain 
conditions, just because we 
are concerned about safety,” 
said Peck. “There’s no such 
thing as an experienced 
woman miner, of course, so 


we have to set up some rules.” 

While no women have ap¬ 
plied to do manual labor 
underground, Peck said, they 
will not be prevented if they 
wish to mine “but there’ll tie 
restrictions for her safety 
until she gets used to the 
underground.” 

Women have been working 
on the surface at mine sites 
for some time, he said, and 
are driving 120-ton trucks and 
working machinery at mine 
mills. 

But even in surface 
operations, employment of 
women “has not been ex¬ 
tensive," he said.

Last place goes to two 
Georgia men who streaked 
past a Tennessee State Patrol 
headquarters near Chat¬ 
tanooga. They ended up in 
a thorny briar patch. 

In between was the West 
Georgia College student who 
bailed out of a single-engined 
plane in the buff. “I believe 
Hri one of the first sky 
streakers,” he proudly an¬ 
nounced as he pulled off his 
parachute and pulled on his 
pants. 

Most Courageous Streaker 
of the Week Award was 
shared by a group of male 
students at the University of 


Alaska who streaked in eight- 
below-zero temperatures. 

Several streakers con¬ 
tributed to the cause of 
education. A class at the 
University of Washington in 
Seattle got its first lesson in 
behavioral psychology when a 
lone male ran naked through 
the classroom. 

And back in Lansing, 15 
male students didn’t streak — 
they marched — through a 
televised economics class at 
Michigan State University. 
They left a note for the 
professor saying, “You’ve 
been honored.” 

A baseball pitcher at 
Jacksonville State University 
in Alabama will never forgive 
the streaker who broke up his 
no-hitter by prancing right out 
of left field in the seventh 
inning. The pitcher gave up a 
double to the next batter. 

Three hundred patrons of 


the cafeteria at Centralia 
Community College in 

Washington got a noon-hour 
floor show when three young 
men streaked through. They 
drew a standing ovation. 

At Central State University 
in Oklahoma, two students 
wearing ski masks and 
goggles streaked on hor¬ 
seback. The report failed to 
say if the horses wore 
anything. 

There was a female among 
the 30 Louisville University 
streakers. She carried an 
umbrella. “It was windy,” she 
said. , 

She won’t have to worry if 
she ever streaks in Hun¬ 
tington, W. Va., where the 
county prosecutor is very 
broadminded. He says he will 
take no legal action against 
any streakers — so long as 
they are female and run 
through his office.

Friday evening at Lan¬ 
sdowne, Harty once more 
congratulated everyone in the 
festival.

Legalized abortion was the 
result of manipulation by a 
consensus of legislators, not 
the majority, Malcolm 
Muggeridge charged last 
week at University of Vic¬ 
toria.

When McGeer said a booklet 
was hardly a legal document, 
Strachan replied that all 
terms undfr which the ICBC 
operates have been approved 
by the legislature. 

“And that’s legal,”, he 
added.

abortion.”

The paper emphasizes that 
a homemakers contribution to 
the home, although at present 
unrecognized as an economic 
contribution, is essential if the 
wage earner is to function 
properly outside the home. 

•‘There must be recognition 
that all property acquired by 
the parties is acquired by both 
of them and belongs to them 
equally. 

“Joint management is also 
essential — rights for the wife, 
without an equal share of the 
control and responsibility, do 
little to promote her 
equality,” according to the 
paper.

Engineering studies on 
rebuilding Clover Point sewer 
outfall should be ready about 
the end of April, Capital 
Region District engineer Bill 
Gerry said this week 

Studies are being done by 
Associated Engineering 
Services for off-shore work 
and by Ker, Piiestmf n for on 
sfiore work. 

Gerry said figures on the 
flow of sewage from 
municipalities wasn’t 
available and has to be 
developed by Ker, Priestman. 

In addition to knowing 
current flow figures, 
projections must be made of 
future flow so that sufficient 
capacity will exist in the 
rebuilt outfall. 

The outfall will replace the 
one which now discharges raw 
sewage a few feet from shore 
and was built over 70 years 
ago.

property belongs to both of 
you and you share respon¬ 
sibility for managing it.”;- 
This system of fixed rights 
would give both parties some 
idea of where they stand 
economically both during a 
marriage and in the event of a 
break-up. 

At present, if there is any 
dispute, the parties must go to 
the courts to find out what 
their property rights are. 

The paper stresses, 
however, that even if full 
economic partnership is 
accepted, there would still be 
a need for maintenance 
programs for dependent 
spouses if a marriage were to 
end. 

Up to this time, the courts 
have usually assumed that a 
wife’s contribution to a 
marriage is essentially non¬ 
economic, but the working 
group argues that all labors of 
housekeeping contribute to 
the assets a husband may be 
able to amass during the 
course of the marriage. 

From the economic point of 
view, the home is defined as 
“a place where people are 
stored when they ate not at 
work, where they are main¬ 
tained and serviced, fed and 
cleaned, where they are 
physically repaired and the 
injuries of the daily routines 
and the tensions generated on 
the job or at school are made 
good.” 

Some estimates have been 
made of the economic value of 
household tasks performed by 
a homemaker, but none, says 
the paper, take into account 
the managerial functions of 
the wife, nor the continuing 
responsibility of the mother 
for the care and safety of her 
children, even when she is not 
actually doing something for 
or with them. 

“Among low income groups 
the managerial aspect of the 
homemaker’s work is a 
crucial economic function 
which makes all the dif¬ 
ference between the survival 
of the family and its disin¬ 
tegration. 

“It’s important# in low 
income groups can be seen in 
the cost to a woman with 
children and without a 
husband in going out to work. 
In many instances it will pay 
her to stay on welfare, even 
when higher wages are 
available, simply because 
careful management takes 
time and she will lose more by 
forgoing that than she gains in 
earnings,” according to the 
report. 

The homemaker contributes 
to the earning capacity of the 
head of the household by 
looking after his physical 
comfort so that he can con¬ 
tinue to earn, and by relieving 
him of responsibility for home 
and children so that he is free 
to commit himself to his oc¬ 
cupational role. 

And the working group 
stresses: “The capacity of the 
earner to function oc¬ 
cupationally depends upon the 
routine performance of the 
functions of the homemaker. 
His wage and his business 
assets are therefore in part 
earned by the homemaker.”

The Capital Region District 
Board should erect a sign on 
Metchosin Road pointing out 
the public access to Sitting 
Lady Waterfall in Witty’s 
Lagoon Park, according to 
Wilf Harper, a well-known 
outdoorsman and a past 
president of Victoria Canoe 
Club 

“There are few urban areas 
in Canada which can boast of 
having a picturesque 
waterfall situated 30 minutes 
from the downtown,” he said. 

Harper estimated not more 
than one per cent of the 
Greater Victoria population is 
aware of the beauty spot 
because the public access — 
about 600 feet from Metchosin 
Golf Club — has not been 
marked. 

Harper is also concerned 
that the regional district is not 
acquiring more property 
surrounding park boundaries 
to ensure that the lagoon 
waters are not polluted by 
housing development. 

Sitting Lady Waterfall, 
flanked by steep bluffs rising 
75 feet above the head of the 
lagoon, marks the termination 
of Metchosin creek. 

It is so shaped that it looks 
like a seated woman. It got its 
name from a tribe which 
inhabited the area 175 years 
ago. 

The capital regional district 


last year constructed a foot 
bridge across the creek and 
built a trail around the 
waterfall and two lookouts. 
Picnic tables have also been 
erected.

Mining group will meet 
Nimsick about royalties 


In an effort to stave off 
proposed mining royalties 
changes, representatives of 
the Mining Association of B.C. 
will meet Friday with 
government officials. 

Association president W. J. 
Tough said the government is 
willing to “listen to us and 
consider anything we bring to 
their attention.” 

Changes in the proposed 
act, Tough said, are necessary 
if the mining industry is to 
survive. 

Tough’s comments came in 
an interview following a 
meeting Friday with Mines 
Minister Leo Nimsick. 

Tough claimed the proposed 
mining royalties act “will put 
us out of business. When 60 to 
90 per cent or more of your net 
earnings go out in taxes of one 
sort or another, the situation 
is very serious,” he said. 

The association says the 
bill’s main effects would be 
decreased investment in 
mining, a decline in secondary 
industry supplying the mining 
industry and decreased 
regional development and 
employment. 


A survey of B.C. and Yukon 
Chamber of Mines members 
showed that exploration in the 
province will fall an estimated 
50 per cent if the Mineral 
Royalties Act passes. 

Thomas Elliott, secretary- 
manager of the chamber, said 
the chamber estimates 
spending on exploration in 
B.C. in 1973 was $26 million,

British Columbia herring 
fishermen were still voting 
Sunday on a new industry 
offer which caused a split 
among fishermen. 

A spokesman for the United 
Fishermen and Allied 
Workers Union said the 
negotiating committee was 
recommending rejection of 
the offer but the Native 
Brotherhood of B.C. said it 
was in favor. 

The latest offer of $131.50 a 
ton for seiner-caught herring 
compares with the $72 price of 
the previous contract, an 
increase of 82 per cent. Gillnet 
fishermen were offered $250 a 
ton compared with the old 
price of $183. 

Meanwhile, the fishermen 
are still without legal rights to 
collective bargaining, and 
have no protection in law. 


Federal courts have been 
asked to establish whether 
provincial or federal govern¬ 
ments should have jurisdic¬ 
tion over the fishermen. 

George Hewison, United 
Fisherman and Allied 
Workers Union spokesman 
commented, “we’re supposed 
to sit here and twiddle our 
thumbs while we wait for a 
decision.” 

The B.C. Federation of 
Labor and the union have 
asked Labor Minister Bill 
King to include fishermen 
under the Labor Code of B.C. 
without waiting for per¬ 
mission from the federal 
government. 

After talking to a delegation 
of fishermen, King wired the 
federal government, asking 
for provincial authority over 
industrial relations in the 
fishing industry. 


King said Friday that the 
federal government has 
replied it is unwilling to 
relinquish jurisdiction even 
for collective bargaining. 

Union applications for 
fishermen in other parts of 
Canada are currently before 
the Canada Labor Relations 
Board, which has referred the 
matter to the courts. 

“I don’t think it possible to 
arbitrarily seize jurisdiction,” 
said King. “That is quite 
obvious by what’s going on 
before the Canada Labor 
Relations Board right now.” 

Nova Scotia and 

Newfoundland have passed 
legislation to cover fishermen 
under provincial labor laws, 
says Hewison, and these 
moves have not been ef¬ 
fectively challenged. 

The union, he said, wants 


the province to pass the 
legislation, which would give 
the fishermen some legal 
protection immediately. 

If the federal government 
wanted to challenge the 
matter in the courts, said 
Hewison, the union would still 
be covered until a decision 
was handed down. 

“This whole thing has been 
going back and forth between 
federal and provincial 
governments for years, and 
we’ve got nothing out of it,” 
said Hewison. 

“Because we’re not covered 
by any jurisdiction, we have 
had officers in jail and have 
paid out thousands of dollars 
through the courts for actions 
which would be alright if we 
had a proper certification. 

“All we want is to be treated 
in the same way as any other 
employees.” 


GOVERNMENT 
UNION FIRMED 

B.C. Government Employees Union was recognized Friday 
as the official representative of the province’s 30,000 civil ser¬ 
vants. 

With certification granted, all government employees 
eligible to join the union will start paying union dues even if they 
don’t take out union membership. New employees will have to 
join the union. 

Negotiations will start soon on a master collective 
agreement which will include a determination of the components 
that will make up the union. 

Agreement on the master contract will precede negotiations 
to cover specific branches of government service. 


Elevator award 
'disappointing' 


B.C. elevator installation 
workers are disappointed in a 
long-awaited Ontario ar¬ 
bitration award, which they 
had expected to use as 
grounds for settling their own 
dispute with five elevator 
companies. 

Members of the In¬ 
ternational Union of Elevator 
Constructors ended a seven- 
month strike last April, with 
major issues still unresolved. 

B.C. representatives told 
Labor Minister Bill King at 
that time that they were 
prepared to accept the On¬ 
tario arbitration settlement to 
resolve issues of hiring 
practices and seniority. 

However John Neil, 
spokesman for the B.C. Local 
82 of the union, said after 
seeing the proposed set¬ 
tlement that he did not see 
how the union could accept it. 

He said the award takes 
away items that have been in 
the union contract for 20 


years, and gives management 
complete rights over the 
workers, including the right to 
hire, fire or transfer em¬ 
ployees. 

In Ontario, the union is 
considering appealing the 
arbitration to the Ontario 
Supreme Court, and is urging 
locals in other parts of 
Canada, where the decision is 
not binding, to reject it. 


Vote close 

VANCOUVER — By a 
narrow 60 per cent vote, 5,000 
Teamsters Union members 
have accepted a new contract 
package giving them a 27 per 
cent increase over two years. 

The agreement is with % 
companies, members of 
Transport Labor Relations, 
and provides a 24 per cent 
wage hike plus another three 
per cent in fringe benefits.
